The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



In regard to claim 1, the prior art does not disclose the combination of limitations 
claimed, specifically the limitations of 

in response to input from the motion detector indicating movement of the camera 
when the first image is displayed on the display device, controls what portion of the
